Claims 1 , 7, 8, 16, 19, 20, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent Na 6,087,21 1 issued to Chllwnyj, et aL The rejection asserts that CWIwnyi allegedly teaches 
each element of ttie daims. 

Appycant amends Claims 1 arid 20 herein to darily ihal in the present invention, the head is 
being moved from a first zone to a second zone. In the first zone, the head is adjacent to the storage surface 
and can read and write informaflon to/from the surface, lii the second zone, the head is removed from the 
storage surface and can come In contact vwlh the head cleaner In the second zone. In Chliwnyj, the head does 
not move from a first zone to a second zone. In fact, the head does not really move at all. II is only in the 
present invention that the head is moved from a first zone where data transfer may occur into a aeoond zone 

where head cleaning may occur. 

Claims 7. 8, 16, 19, and 20 depend either directly or Indirectly from one of the Independent 
claims. Each dependent claim further defines the independent claim from vrtilch it depends. In view of the 
foregoing remarlcs regarding Claims 1 and 20, Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 7, 8.
